Ledge is Not Large but is Richer Than 


Tonopah. 


"Will Cann and O. Heiser have re- 


turned from Churchill county, where 
they and several others have secured 
a bond on a silver mine that promises 
to make them rich. 
1"he .proposition 


was originally owned by Ex-Governor 
Jones and later fey Sirs. Sifford. 


The ledge is a couple of feet wida 


and lies between granite and slate, an 
ideal formation for silver. The ledge 
matter is largely spar quartz, but the 
pay streak is immensely rich. 
The 


ore is almost pure gray chloride of 
silver 
and 
samples 
have 
assayed 


$6,000 a ton. Some of 
the silver is 


still in a ruby form so near the surface 
that it is penetrated by grass roots. 
There is also a quantity of native sil- 
ver. The gold value of the streak runs 
from $20 to 60. 


The mine has never been worked to 


a depth greater than thirty feet. Sev- 
eral shipments have been made and

RESTRICTING THE F R A N C H I S E 


U 


NDER New Hampshire's amended constitution men 


•will not be permitted to vote unless they can read 


and write. There are several other State where the same 
qualification is a pro-requisite, and a number of others 
•with pending constitutional amendment to that effect. 


In this matter we go up against a question that troub- 


les statesmen and sosciolog-ists. Theoretically it might ap- 
pear that the educated man would be more competent 
to pass upon public questions ol" moment that the ignor- 
ant one. 
Admitting that to be so, how far shall we carry 


the idea? 
Government is growing more complex, public 


questions more intricate. Shall we eventually leave gov- 
ernment and the settlement oE public questions to men 
who have been educated along those lines, who have as 
we may say, been specialists7 There are some who hold 
that idea, ivho would have a. distinct governing class, 
trained and educated foi that purpose, as England's dip- 
lomatic corps is trained. That idea has been seriously 
advanced within the last year. 
Our goreinment is not 


based upon such a thooty. 
Class uue is foreign to our 


idea. 


This is of course pushing the idea to the extreme But 


•would a. restriction oE the franchise to men who can at 
least rend and write result in bettor la\ss and better gov- 
ernment? The taiiff and the currency questions have been 
the most important issues in poJHical affairs for some 
years. 
An illiterate man understand the theory of pro- 


tection and free trade, and in rcg'ard to the currency ques- 
tion v. e know men right hei e in Nevada with scarcely 
any educational acciuu emonts, v,ho upon that issue could 
clown in debate nine-tenths of the colleg-e giaduates of 
the east, leaving them not an inch of ground to stand up- 
on. An ediuated man unless he is familiar with schedules 
und statistics of manufactures, imports and exports, can- 
not thoroughly understand and intelligently pass upon 
a taritt law. That is one of the reasons why it is frequent- 
ly suggested thai the tail It should be placed under the 
control of a permanent oommisMon.

PORTENTS OF WAR 


A 


T this juncture matters seem to be nearing a crisis 


both in Manchui ia and the Balkans. Every day It 


become clearer that Russia intends to hold the great Chi- 
nese province permanently, and every day the feeling be- 
come more intense in Japan. The completion of the trans- 
Siberian railroad makes Russia's position a peculiarly 
strong one. as she can move troops In large numbers into 
the province with great rapidity. If she is not dislodged 
quickly she can soon make her position in that quarter 
Impregnable-, and fiom that vantage ground seize another 
slice oE China when she gets ready. Japan alone is not 
strong enough to successfully contest Russian suprem- 
acy, 
bxit that may not prevent the Empire of the Mikado 


from giving battle if the Japs become sufficiently wrought 
up. 


'.there is some vag-uo talk about an alliance between the 


United States and England and Japan. But our own coun- 
try moy be considered out of any such" combination. We1 
have no threatened interests that would justify us in 
joining an arrrted ^ coalition against Russia. 
England 


may unite with Japan, but even that is by no means cer- 
tain. And this unceitainty is Increased just now by the 
threatening aspect of affairs in European Turkey. 


The Macedonian revolt strikes at the very integrity 


of the Turkish Empire. If an actual war stage is reach- 
ed it may involve, besides Bulg-aria, all the great pow- 
ers of Europe except Prance and Germany, and it is not 
impossible that even they might be drawn into it. In 
brief, the situation both to the east and wpst is full of 
portent, and it will require smooth diplomacy to avert 
war at both of the principle storm centers.

CARRYING CONSEALED WEAPONS 


T 


HE last legislature enacted a law making the carry- 
ing of consealed weapons a misdemeanor, punishable 


by fine or imprisonment. A person may, however, upon 
showing sufficient cause, obtain a permit upon application 
to the Board of County Commissioners, such permit to be 
attested by the County Clerk. Such a law is, generally 
speaking a highly respectable one and is upon the stat- 
utes of most of the State in the Union, although it is, in 
our opinion questionable whether in the aggregate it has 
not worked more harm than good. The better element 
that carries weapons for self protection, or other justifi- 
able purposes Is more apt to obey Its provisions than the 
Jurbulent and vicious, with whom the law Is practically 


a dead letter. The footpad or highwayman. w_ould certain- 
ly pay no attention to -the statute, while- the , good citizen 
whose business requires him sometimes to be1 out late 
at night in the town or to travel on lonely roads in the 
country, is without protection against this class of crim- 
inals and is liable to lose his property or even his life, 
because of his observance to the law of his State. 


In making the County Commissioners the source of the 


permit granting power practically nullifies that scetion 
of the statute designed to grant the privilege to those 
who would avail themselves of it for justifiable and lawful 
purposes. 
The Boards are generally in session only a. 


few days in each month and the red tape incident to an 
application is as unnecessary as it is burdensome and 
annoying to the applicant. The Chief of Police in incor- 
porated cities and the sheriff's of counties elsewhere, are 
the proper and logical persons to hold and exercise that 
power. They are accessible at all times, and are better 
qualified to exercise it judiciously than any other officers 
of the county or State. It is to be hoped that the next 
legislattire will amend the Act to that effect, or repeal 
it altogether.

The loss of stock 
in the 
western 


states during the past winter, accord, 
ing to reports from Washington, was 
as follows: 


According to the crop report of thfe 


agricultural department just 
Issued 


this has been an unprecedented hartf 
winter on the western stockgrowers. 
Wyoming leads the list of 
sufferers 


with the loss of 792,356 sheep and 
71,777 cattle through disease and ex- 
posure, 11.5 per cent of all the sheep 
in the state were lost througn exposure 
and 2.1 per cent through disease. 


Idaho comes next with a loss of 8.9 


per cent of all her sheep through ex- 
posure, and 2.1 per cent through dis- 
ease, or 499,600 in all. 


Utah lost 7.8 per cent through ex- 


posure and 2.1 by 
disease,

sheep in all.
